Higher Temperature 's Predicted In

Help Wisconsin to Escape.

Chicago, 111.. Sept. 17.—Wllh a kill- 


ing frost and freezing weather sweep- 
ing across IiOO.000 square miles of tho 
best agricultural lands In the Western 
part of the country and the corn crop 
two to three weeks late, a loss of 200,- 
000,000 to 300,000,000 bushels of tho 
grain yield of Iowa, Nebraska 
and 


Kansas was estimated by grain men 
and railroad olllclnls.

ran 


hroiigh middle Iowa, but with the 
Yost wave advancing 
nnd 
clearing 


weather reported generally throughout 
Iowa greater loss Is feared. 


Loss Is $20,000,000. 


A conservative estimate of the loss 


places It at Siiii.diiti.ndo. Tho basis for 
:heso figures Is 2(.'0.ooo,00d 
bushels, 


which will hnvp to lie used for feed- 
ng purposes owing to tho fnct that tho 
jraln did not mature. The difference 
In tlie value will be about 20 cents a 
liushel. 


Tho lifting of the clouds which havo 


covered this state since tho tempera- 
ture began to fall would bring a like 
blight to the corn bolt of northern Illi- 
nois. 
-Should Ibis occur, the loss, 


counting tho unostlmntod damage done 
In the grain regions of the northern 
states, will roach, It U reckoned, more 
than 500,000,000 bushels. Some of the 
early corn, grain men say. will be 
benefited by the fro*t. but the crop 
that Is green and In tho milk will, to 
a large extent, bo rendered worthless 
except for fodder. 


Clouds Save Corn. 


Extreme and general cloudiness ac- 


companying tho cold wave, according 
to reports from all over thn Wnst. Is 
all that, has prevented the entire do 
structlon of late crops, and Professor 
Wnl7. of the signal nervlcc said that 
this condition might possibly save the 
greater part of Illinois and Wisconsin 
nnd all of Indiana and Ohio.
